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REMARKS 

Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for reviewing the present patent 
application. Moreover, Applicants acknowledge and appreciate that clainns 15-22 
are in condition for allowance. 

I. Correction of Filing Receipt 

As already made of record, the present patent application has an incorrect filing 
receipt based on an error which appears to have come from the Patent Office. 
Applicants' counsel for over a year has requested that the Patent Office assist 
him with this error. Applicants, again, ask for assistance in correcting the filing 
receipt, and kindly ask the Examiner to direct Applicants to the branch that 
corrects this error by forwarding the filewrapper to such branch.
